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NOTL roads safer in 2009, but there is always need for improvement

Think and Drive. Road 
Watch. Increased police 
presence on Niagara-on- 
the-Lake roads. 

It’s been almost five years 
since the town formed a 
Road Safety Task Force, and 
it seems their message and 
the many programs directed 
at motorists may be work¬ 
ing. 

Across the region, the 
number of fatalities has 
decreased substantially, and 
the same is true for NOTL. 

While 2002 was a bad year 
for regional fatalities, with 
39 deaths, 2004 was the year 
NOTL decided something 
needed to be done to 
improve the safety of local 
roads. That year 13 fatalities 
were reported on NOTL 
roads, while the region saw 
about 30. 

This year the number 
across the region was down 
to 25, but in NOTL, there 
were just two, both of which 
involved bicycles. 

It’s too soon to call it a 
trend, says public works 
director and task force 
chairman Ewald Kuzcera, 
but at the same time, the sta¬ 
tistics “speak for them¬ 
selves. There has been an 
noticeable change since 
2004. The count has 
dropped significantly.” 

Last October, a St. 
Catharines cyclist died 
when hit by a car on Carlton 
Street in NOTL, and in the 
Old Town, a group of four 
tourists on bicycles were 
riding on Ricardo Street, 
when two of them collided, 


and one man died as a result 
of the fall— there was no 
vehicle involved in that 
fatality. 

But while the statistics 
give reason for optimism, 
“whether or not they stay 
that way, we can only hope. 
We can’t make that predic¬ 
tion. Only time will tell, and 
it wouldn’t be wise to adopt 
a false sense of security,” 
says Kuzcera. 

The road safety task force 
is a committee with an 
ongoing mandate, he says, 
and the message that “poor 
driving habits will not be 
tolerated, especially when 
they impact on the safety of 
residents and NOTL roads.” 

Although the town has 
made progress, thanks to 
several initiatives, “we need 
to constantly look at ways to 
improve,” said Kuzcera. 

The region has successful¬ 
ly adopted the Think and 
Drive program that was 
piloted in NOTL, and the 
Niagara Regional Police 
have in recent years been 
more visible and have 
cracked down on enforce¬ 
ment in town and across the 

In NOTL, almost 3,000 
tickets were written by the 
NRP in 2009, as a result of 
the push from the NRP to 
slow down local drivers and 
make the roads safer. 

Roads leading into town 
and roads that are frequent¬ 
ly subject to excessive 
speeds boast signs that 
remind drivers of the Think 
and Drive program and of 
Road Watch, which is a tool 
used across Canada to make 
drivers more responsible for 


their own actions and to 
encourage residents to take 
community responsibility. 
The program allows resi¬ 
dents who witness unsafe or 
aggressive driving to take 
down the driver’s licence 
plate number and descrip¬ 
tion of the vehicle, and fill 
out a form available locally 
or on the town’s website. 

The NRP then follows up 
with a letter to the driver 
letting them know of their 
unsafe driving. 

It has been proven, says 
Kuzcera, that drivers’ atti¬ 
tudes and habits have 
changed, based on a combi¬ 
nation of measures, includ¬ 
ing enforcement. 

The message of both the 
regional and NOTL task 
forces, reinforced by the 
NRP, has been that most, if 
not all, serious and fatal col¬ 
lisions involve driver error, 
often caused by speeding or 
impaired driving. 

Although there are statis¬ 
tics available for fatalities 
on NOTL roads, there is at 
the moment no way to track 
serious collisions, says 
Kuzcera. 

But that will change in the 
new year with a regional 
computer program that will 
be made available to 
NOTL. It will give the pub¬ 
lic works department the 
data it needs to draw con¬ 
clusions about road safety in 
particular areas or intersec¬ 
tions, says Kuzcera. 

NOTL’s public works 
department will receive col¬ 
lision data for the past three 
years, which will provide the 
data it needs for comparison 
and a basis to identify

trends, says Kuzcera. 

Also in the works for 2010 
is a comprehensive rural 
road safety study to be 
undertaken by transporta¬ 
tion experts. The town coun¬ 
cil has discussed including 
$50,000 in the 2010 budget 
for the study. With the 
increase in tourism and 
bicycle traffic using local 
rural roads that weren’t 
designed for the traffic they 
see, it was suggested that 
there may be other meas¬ 
ures to make roads safer 
that the town has not con¬ 
sidered. 

The town’s task force has 
been asked to provide the 
terms of reference and 
guide the study. 

By studying traffic and 
collision data, it could estab¬ 
lish the most common caus¬ 
es for collisions, the worst 
locations and the benefits of 
recent engineering efforts to 
make roads safer.

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News we hope to print 
in the Advance in 2010 

We’re about to welcome in the New Year, and we can’t 
help but try once more to predict the news we expect to hear, 
and what we hope to print, in 2010. 

It’s a tradition, and sometimes we get it right—but not 
always. 

We had hoped as we looked forward to 2008 that we would 
see the construction of the new community centre. It has 
been at the top of the wish list for many residents for several 
years, and finally, we can report a year later than expected 
that the heavy machinery is on site and we will see construc¬ 
tion begin in 2009. Will it be open on schedule for March of 
2011? This is really going out on a limb, but we predict it will. 
And we are also confident the fundraising group, with a tar¬ 
get of $450,000 under the leadership of John Wiens, will 
exceed its goal. 

It didn’t take a crystal ball to foresee that the future of our 
local high school would continue to dominate discussions in 
town and on the pages of the Advance through 2009, and it 
certainly did. 

Who would have thought, this time last year, that we would 
be facing closure, with 700 high-school students in town and 
only one high school. But we were. And now, despite the 
amazing efforts, creative ideas and logical, compelling argu¬ 
ments for keeping that school open, the board has made good 
on its threat and has decreed the school will close at the end 
of this school year. We hoped that right would prevail, but we 
also knew the majority of trustees set this agenda a decade 
ago, and we underestimated the tunnel vision with which the 
decision was made. Town politicians and NDSS supporters 
refuse to give up, and will plead their case to other ears, hop¬ 
ing to come through with an eleventh hour reprieve for 
NOTL students who want to take advantage of the best com¬ 
munity high school we can imagine. 

We can also expect to hear more about rezoning and sev¬ 
erance issues as the town and school board continue 
wrestling with where our new elementary school will be built. 
We know parents would like to see a solution sooner rather 
than later. We will watch with interest to see how the Ontario 
Municipal Board rules. 

The other issue we expect to pop up on our pages is Project 
Niagara, the summer music festival for the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra and the National Arts Centre that has 
been proposed for the Parks Canada Lakeshore Road prop¬ 
erty. There continues to be opposition in some comers out of 
concern for increased traffic and noise, and also excitement 
from others about the positive impact on tourism. We had 
expected by now to be reporting the festival is going ahead, 
with promises to work out contentious issues, but so far, noth¬ 
ing official. Let’s see what happens in 2010—it’s possible that 
with the flagging economy and its effect on the arts, the pro¬ 
ponents, or the governments being asked to fund it, are hav¬ 
ing second thoughts. Time is running out on an opening that 
would co-incide with celebrations to commemorate the 
bicentennial of the War of 1812. 

The coming year will bring our next municipal election, 
and although it isn’t until November, we can expect to hear 
from politicians and hopefuls as they begin jostling for a 
place on our municipal council. No word from Lord Mayor 
Gary Burroughs, who stayed on one more term than he orig¬ 
inally promised, about whether he is interested in a fourth 
term. No doubt there are councillors and others who are con¬ 
sidering whether to take a run at the spot of top dog and 
would love to know his intentions. 

Through these and other issues as they crop up we wish 
success, prosperity, health and happiness to those who read 
our pages regularly and we look forward to reporting the 
news for you in 2010.

Efforts to tighten sign bylaws will further erode rights, freedoms of business owners

A recent incident involv¬ 
ing the town’s removal of a 


small ‘sandwich board’ sign 
on King Street immediate¬ 
ly after the devastating fire 
of Oct. 25 should shed 
light on what more regula¬ 
tions may mean. The busi¬ 
ness was simply trying to 
bring attention to the fact 
that his shop was still open 
as most around him were 
not. Unbeknownst to him, 
his sign suddenly disap¬ 
peared. The bylaw officer 
removed it... no warning 
and no explanation ... it 


just disappeared. After an 
appeal for leniency, the 
town returned it shortly 
afterward but it is precisely 
this type of conduct, abuse 
of power, poor judgment 
and lack of discretion that 
should be very concerning 
to all of us. 

To state that the rights 
and freedoms of Queen St. 
businesses are slowly erod¬ 
ing is not an overstate¬ 
ment. Shopkeepers and 
restaurant owners on 


Queen Street are having a 
difficult enough time pro¬ 
moting their businesses, 
paying their staggering 
property tax bills and mak¬ 
ing a living. 

The potential harm and 
stress that this amended 
bylaw will place on busi¬ 
ness has absolutely no ben¬ 
efits.

Tragic tale of diarist found in St. Mark’s archives makes for interesting reading 



Information about the 
social life in early Niagara 
is very limited. 

The social circle was 
small to begin with and the 
community of a size that 
everyone knew everyone 
else’s business anyway. 
The Archives Committee, 
in its search for every 
detail that might shed light 
on the life of the first rec¬ 
tor of St. Mark’s, was 
pleased to receive a few 
excerpts from a diary kept 
by Mr. White that provide 
some little glimpse of what 
life was like. 

John White was bom in 


London, England. His 
brother in law recom¬ 
mended him to William 
Osgoode, who had just 
been appointed Chief 
Justice for Upper Canada. 
White was named 
Attorney General and set¬ 
tled in Newark. He was 
active in founding the Law 
Society of Upper Canada 
and was its first president 
and treasurer. 

In his diary he wrote that 
he had dined at Governor 
Simcoe’s along with Mrs. 
Kerr, Mr. Addison and his 
sister, Mary Addison. 

On another occasion 


White noted that he had 
dined at Col. Butler’s with 
Chief Justice Osgoode and 
Addison. In a later entry 
he noted that Mr. and Miss 
Addison went to meet Mr. 
and Mrs. Small and that he 


Addison and his sister, 
Mary, also entertained the 
Whites and the Smalls. 

John Small was bom in 
Britain. He was a Justice 
of the Peace and in 1792 
appointed as Clerk of the 


Executive Council of 
Upper Canada. This sug¬ 
gests that the parson was 
moving in the best circles 
of the day, until Simcoe 
moved the capital to 
Toronto in 1794 at which 
point these high profile 
people had to move as 
well. 

This was probably just as 
well for the parson, as 
things turned out. It seems 
that the Whites had a short 
period of estrangement 
and Mrs. White, who was 
known to be quarrelsome, 
didn’t join her husband 
until 1797. 

Then Mrs. Small 
snubbed Mrs. White at a 
public assembly. At that 
Mr. White questioned the 
legality of the Small’s mar¬ 
riage and the morals of 
Mrs. Small. There was 
some reason for this as 


White had had a brief dal¬ 
liance with Mrs. Small. 

White felt obliged to 
respond to this defamatory 
kind of comment by chal¬ 
lenging Small to a duel. 
They prepared in the fash¬ 
ion of the day for such an 
event. Unfortunately 
Small was the better shot 
and White was wounded. 
He died 36 hours later. 

But all is fair in love and 
war. Small was acquitted 
of any crime. Mrs. Small’s 
reputation was ruined and 
she was ostracized from 
York society.

Decades ago recycling 
was not a big issue.

Unless I have missed 
something it appears our 
blue and grey bins are not 
recyclable. This bothers 


me as the bins themselves 
collect so much recy- 
clables. 

Consumers are chang¬ 
ing the way companies do 
business. I am impressed 
with some companies that 
have made changes to 
their operations to the 
benefit of the environ- 

Here are a few positive 
observations. I am sure if 
you look around your 
home you will see more. 

Many products are 
sealed in plastic bags and 


then put into boxboard 
with a wax coating. I 
could never understand 
why. The wax coating 
made the box non-recycla- 
ble. The product was 
already protected with the 

companies changing to 
non-wax boxboard. 

Many years ago we 
started buying the Omega 
3 eggs. I could never 
understand why a product 
that is so nutritionally 
good was packaged in a 
three-fold plastic contain¬ 
er? Plastic is bad for the 
environment. Yes, plastic 
is recyclable but what is 
wrong with paper egg car¬ 
tons? 

The last dozen eggs we 
purchased came in the 


mushy paper carton with 
the Omega 3 label on it. 
Finally. It made me very 
happy. Paper cartons go 
into the green bin. 

Jell-o packaging is made 
completely from 100 per 
cent recycled materials 
and can also go in the grey 
bin for recycling. 

If memory serves me 
correctly at one time the 
powder was contained in 
folded wax paper. I 
remember getting lots of 
powder over everything 
but where it was meant to 
g°- 

I recently had to eat a 
lot of Jell-o. I was pleased 
to see the powder now 
comes in sealed brown 
paper which also goes into 
the grey bin. 

Many cleaners find their 


way mto our waterways. 
Today some are made 
with less harmful chemi¬ 
cals. People are discover¬ 
ing the benefits of baking 
soda and vinegar. 

Over the years I know 
of people looking for 
organizations to take 
wheelchairs and other 
medical equipment no 
longer of use. 

I recently heard of a 
not-for-profit company 
called “For the Needy Not 
the Greedy” in Niagara 
Falls.

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Christmas trees will be picked up by region and shredded at Walker’s to make compost 


Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Christmas trees collected 
by the region will be recy¬ 
cled, eventually ending up 
as compost or mulch on 
local gardens. 

Even the few municipal¬ 
ities which have tradition¬ 
ally held tree bonfires 
have discontinued that in 
favour of the regional 
pick-up, which this year 
will occur on Saturday, 
Jan. 9, with the trees to be 
delivered to Walker 
Industries and recycled, a 
more environmentally- 
friendly alternative. 

The trees will be taken 


to Walker’s Thorold com¬ 
posting facility, which 
operates year-round, 
where some will be shred¬ 
ded and added to the com¬ 
post of leaves, yard and 
food waste collected curb- 
side. The result will be a 
good-quality garden com¬ 
post—after sitting for six 
to eight months, the com¬ 
post goes through a 
screening process to clean 

It is either sold by 
Walker’s, or donated to 
community gardens or 
local schools to be used on 
its own as compost or 


mixed with top soil. 

Some trees, depending 
on their condition when 
they arrive at the facility, 
will be shredded in pieces 
smaller than two inches, to 
be used as mulch on top of 
gardens or plantings such 
as shrubs and trees. 

Christmas tree mulch, 
low in pH, is especially 
good for the soil. 

The idea of garden com¬ 
post is really starting to 
catch on—there is a 
demand for as much as 
Walker’s can produce. 

This is the second year 
Walker has taken trees in 


large quantities—some 
municipalities continue to 
keep trees to mulch them¬ 
selves, either for residents 
or for their own use on 
municipal property. 

The compost facility at 
2800 Thorold Town Line is 
open Monday to Saturday, 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. (except 
holidays) and will accept 
Christmas trees that miss 
the regional pick-up, or 
any yard waste. 

Residents can also pur¬ 
chase compost, beginning 
in May and running 
throughout the gardening 


But in order for the 
trees to be picked up by 
the region and delivered 
to Walker’s, they must be 
by the curb on Jan. 9 no 
later than 7 a.m. 

And trees still wrapped 
in a plastic bag will be left 
on the curb. 

The region asks that 
trees not be left on top of 
or inside a snow bank, to 
protect collection staff 
from injury, and that all 
Christmas decorations be 
removed from the tree 
prior to collection. 

Winter snow storms may 
delay collection—just 


leave your tree at the curb 
and it will be collected. 

And every year the 
regional collection staff 
leave a few artificial trees 
at the curb—this collec¬ 
tion service does not apply 
to artificial Christmas 
trees, which can be dis¬ 
posed of through the large 
item collection service 
with a call to the region 
three days before garbage 
pick-up. 

Residents may also take 
their Christmas trees to 
any regional landfill site 
for disposal, free of 
charge.

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Olympic torchbearer discovers participation 
in national event leaves lasting imprint on her life

The Olympic flame that 
was carried through town 
by artist THsha Romance 
and others has been extin¬ 
guished, but the memories 
never will be. 

From the time her 
Olympic torch was lit on 
Day 52 of the nation-wide 
relay, the Sunday before 
Christmas, she says, she 
felt “honoured, elated, 
ecstatic, and overwhelmed 
with emotion. Yet, all of 
this was wrapped up in a 
simple bundle of humili¬ 
ty.” 

Romance carried the 
torch on its last leg to 
McFarland House on the 
Niagara River Parkway, 
but she says the most 
emotional part of the day 
came soon after boarding 
the VANOC shuttle, on 
the journey through the 
Old Town. 

“When we came to 
Anne Street I gave a spe¬ 
cial wave in memory of 
Fred and Jackie Sentineal 
who loved this town and 
its people all of their lives. 
Jackie would have been 
there waving with one 
hand, and a reined little 
horse in the other,” she 

As the procession slow¬ 


ly moved down Queen 
Street, the crowds seemed 
to cling to the shuttle 
while all the red mittens 
waved, she says. 

‘I pressed my red mit¬ 
ten against the glass as we 
passed the Niagara Home 
Bakery, a little salute in 
memory of baker Paul 
Albrechtsen. I just knew 
that if he were still here 
today he would have been 
watching with a sparkle in 
his eye, a grin on his face, 
and plentiful goodies to 

Her eyes were blurred 
by tears, she said, but she 
felt she wanted to some¬ 
how share the moment 
with “all of the passionate 
people of this town, even 
those who have gone, too 

Inching their way along 
in the shuttle, the torch- 
bearers cheered each 
other as they proudly took 
their turns. They also gave 
VANOC members a ver¬ 
bal tour of the town’s his¬ 
tory, Romance said, “hop¬ 
ing that their visit would 
be a memorable one along 
their epic 45,000 kilome¬ 
ter journey.”

As the shuttle door 
opened for her to take her 
turn, she says, “I knew that 
a great chapter in my 
book of life memories had 
also opened.” 

The ‘torch tender,’ 
whose key activated the 
fuel chamber, arrived on 
cue “and the surreal event 

Romance’s turn came 
after dusk fell, and in the 
darkness, she says, “I saw 
the flame for the first time 
glowing in full golden 
white light. As if I were a 
spectator I began to 
scream ... ‘there it is, look, 

The symbol of peace, 
sportsmanship and broth¬ 
erhood that had woven its 
way throughout the 
nation was now in her 
hands, she says, and she 
found herself mesmerized 
by the flame, until she 
heard her son’s voice call¬ 
ing her and the security 
runners nudging her, 
encouraging her to jog to 
keep up with the camera 
vehicle. 

“It was downhill all the 
way to McFarland House, 
so at my old age of 58, I 


counted it as a great bless¬ 
ing. When I came to the 
end of my 300 metres, I 
could hear the screams of 
well-wishers. For all the 
days of my life, I will 
remember the sounds of 
that celebration moment.” 

The VANOC crew was 
there to extinguish the 
torch, but before doing so, 
ceremoniously lit the 
“sacred little lantern” that 
would carry the flame 
safely to its next destina- 

“As they proceeded to 
extinguish my flame I 
knew that this moment 
could never be extin¬ 
guished.” 

The following day, as 
she was baking Christmas 
cookies, Romance says 
she was following the 
same recipe she has every 
year, “but I was not the 
same. I was touched by 
the Olympic flame and it 
has left a lasting imprint 

Every torchbearer on 
the relay across Canada, 
and those throughout his¬ 
tory, have their own spe¬ 
cial story to tell, she says, 
and each torchbearer 
shares a memory that 
makes them all feel like 

“Surely, we will all be 
watching Feb. 10 2010 
when the great Olympic 
caldron is lit. What a spark 
it will be in every heart 
that day.”
